Yesterday was an eventful day 
in the history of Villa Maria Acad­ 
emy, recently established at Bryan 
by the Ursuline nuns. 
The mag­ 
nificent three-story building, crown 
ing St. Ursula’s 'nill east of the 
city, was solemnly dedicated to 
the work of christian education by 
the Right Rev. N. A. Gallagher 
of Galveston, assisted by a repre 
sed ative number of the clergy of 
the diocese. 
The weather was per­ 
fect and the crowds in attendance 
filled to overflowing the tastefully 
decorated chapel and the broad tiled 
halls. The dim religious light of the 
candles on the chapel altar, the 
sweet and soulful music, and the 
stately dignity of the ceremonies 
made a scene singularly impres­ 


sive. 
A notable feature of the celebra­ 
tion was the address by Rev. J. M. 
Kir win, the talented 
and well­ 
known young orator priest of Gal­ 
veston. 
Father Kirwin gave the 
origin of the Ursulines and cited 
two great and conspicuous events 
in their history. 
First, the mar­ 
tyrdom of St. Ursula and her band 
of virgins, in the fourth century, 
at the hands of Attila and his 
hordes, and second, fifteen hun 
dred years later, the invasion of 
Galveston by the storm king and 
the almost total destruction in one 
night of their labors of fifty-four 
years, as represented by the mag­ 
nificent edifices 
of the Ursuline 
convent there. 
The comparison 
was beautifully drawn, showing 
that the same hopeful, unwaver­ 
ing, indomitable faith and courage 
which actuated St. Ursula is pres­ 
ent with her successors today; and 
through the providences of God, 
who worketh all things well, though 
we may not see it, they have sur­ 
mounted

Yesterday was an eventful day 
in the history of Villa Maria Acad­ 
emy, recently established at Bryan 
by the Ursuline nuns. 
The mag­ 
nificent three-story building, crown­ 
ing St. Ursula’s hill east of the 
city, 
solemnly dedicated to 
the work of christian education by 
the Right Rev. N . A. Gallagher, 
of Galveston, assisted by a repre­ 
sentative number of the clergy of 
the diocese. 
The weather was per­ 
fect and the crowds in attendance 
filled to overflowing the tastefully 
decorated chapel and the broad tiled 
halls. The dim religious light of the 
candles on the chapel altar, the 
sweet and soulful music, and the 
stately dignity of the ceremonies 
made a scene singularly impres 


sive. 
A notable feature of the celebra­ 
tion was the address by Rev. J. M 
Kirwin, the talented 
and well­ 
known young orator priest ol Gal 
veston. 
Father Kirwin gave the 
origin of the Ursulines and cited 
two great and conspicuous events 
in their history. 
First, the mar: 
tyrdom of St. Ursula and her band 
of virgins, in the fourth century, 
at the hands of Attila and hi** 
hordes, and second, fifteen hun 
dred years later, the invasion of 
Galveston by the storm king and 
the almost total destruction in one 
night of their labors of fifty-four 
years, as represented by the mag­ 
nificent edifices 
of the Ursuline 
convent there.
